Entertained by the Alpha 
Omega chapter of Reedley J. C., 
most of the delegates from the 
26 state chapters were able to 
arrive on Friday evening in 
time for an informal reception 
planned especially for them by 
the Reedley students. 

On Saturday, business sessions 
of student members took place, 
in which the topic, “Alpha 
Gamma Sigma Studies Itself,’ 
received lengthy discussion. In 
the meantime, at a conference of 
faculty advisors, Dr. Hall was 
elected secretary of the organiza- 
tion’s advisory board.

An exhibit of water colors by 
J. Halley Cox is to be seen in 
the Little Art Gallery. Mr. Cox 
is an art instructor at the George 
Washington Grammar school in 
Salinas, and has had one-man 
exhibitions of his work at the 
Paul Elder Art Gallery in San 
Francisco. His water colors have 
improved. considerably during 
the past year. A year ago his 
work was excellent in composi- 
tion, but the impression was a 
flat surface, with color that was 
rather cold. This cannot be said 
of the water colors in the Little 
Art Gallery. They have strength, 
and they show a highly original 
point of view, with interesting 
color combinations, pattern and 
design qualities. The approach is 
architectural, and in some of the 
water colors, mathematical, yet 
emotion plays its part, and the 
approach to the subject is not too 
technical. Cox seems to be expe- 
rimenting, seeking, trying, for 
significant form and depth of 
meaning. He seems to have been 
influenced by the work of dif- 
ferent artiss, such as Rouel Dufy, 
John Marin and Lyonel 
Feininger; however, his work is 
creative and original in approach 
and decidedly worth while. Espe- 
cially good are the water colors 
“King Tut’s Junk Yard,” (a 
grand title), “Deer Creek Falls,” 
“A Scene of Chinatown,” and an 
abstract panoramic landscape, the 
latter two without titles. 

The exhibit by the photogra- 
phy class shown in the Little 
Art Gallery last week, was very 
good. The pictures came up to 
the high standard of work set 
by previous exhibitions. Ray 
Fox’s picture of ‘Hutch” was very 
interesting. “Australian. Ever- 
green,” by Earl McDaniel Jr., 
caught the. majesty of a giant 
eucalyptus dwarfing moss cov- 
ered oaks. “Sunbeams,” by 
George Lee, showed sunlight 
streaming down in a forest. 

Another fine picture by Lee 
revealed foamy waves on a rock- 
bound cliff gnarled with cypress. 
In “White Water,” Gerald 
Bougher caught a flood filled 
river, and in “High on a Windy 
Hill,” a silhouette of twisted oaks 
with fleecy clouds above. “Sil- 
very Sheen,” by Toshio Knokida, 
pictured a line of houses around 
a placid lake with the sun break- 
ing through. the clouds, casting 
quivering light on the water. In 
“Bowing Palm,” the same pho- 
tographer portrayed a hard sil- 
houette of a palm tree. against 
a background of a grey sky and 
fleecy clouds. Realism by 
Howard Wood, gave a view: of 
breaking surf which has realism 
and strength. In Skyward, by 
Martin George, there is an inter- 
esting perspective and camera 
angle. The twisted tendrils of a 
tree is shown in a photograph 
by Margery Beno. Other worth- 
while pictures in the exhibition 
were “Beverly,” a_ pleasantly 
realistic study by Earl McDaniel, 
“Interlude,” by |. Schnittgrund;
